quired to furnisn the finance commit- 
tee by noon of the day of the meeting 
of the board a copy of the pay roll in 
fullj and that the clerk be instructed 
to issue orders on the treasurer to all 
employes of the board for the several 
amounts due them. It was so ordered 
by the board. 


Mr. Royse reported some trouble 


with the flag on the school, building. 
He was instrutced to keep it flying at 
all hazards. 
. 


The committee on course of study 


and text books reported two changes in 
the teachers for the coming year. One 
more was added to- the D Primary 
school and the services of one were dis- 
continued in the D Grammar. No 
other, changes were recommended. 
. Mr. Draper stated that it was custo- 
mary with the new board to have a 
roster of members and committees 
printed and the board authorized the 
clerk to prepare aud have such a list 
printed. 


The matter of- the payment of . inter- 


est on coupons held in the Farmers' 
National bank was referred to the com- 
mittee on finance to investigate. 


On motion of Mr. Royse, a commit- 


tee was appointed to take charge of the 
graduating exercises. The chair named 
Messrs. Royse, Clare arid Bannon. 


There w'as a lull in the proceedings 


just at this juncture, and following 
several seconds of intense silence, Mr. 
Doty arose,and moved that the salary 
of the superintendent be fixed at 
$2,000 per annum. There was a faint 
second by somebody, and Mr. Pursell 
moved 
an amendment to make it 


$1,500. 
The amendment was lost, 


Messrs. Clare, Ives, Kline and Pursell 
voting yes. The original motion for 
^2,000 was^carried by a vote of ten 
ayes and three nays. 
The three who 


voted no were Messrs. Clare, Kline and 
Pursell. 


Mr. Royse moved that the board pro- 


ceed to elect a superintendent for two 
years. Mr. Doty seconded the motion. 
Dr. Tappan came forward with the 
following substitute, which- he ex- 
plained was offered on his own respon- 
sibility and without consultation with 
but one member. His substitute was 
as follows: 


Whereas, Onr public schools, to at- 


tain to their highest efficiency. and 
greatest measure of success, must com- 
mend the fullest public confidence, -as 
well as united counsel and effort in 
their management; and 


Whereas, A wide.difference nf opin- 


ion exists in the community and board 
of education as to the wisdom of re- 
employing the present superintendent, 
therefore in the hope of securing that 
harmony which is so desirable, 


Resolved: -First, that the election 


of a superintendent be postponed until 
Friday, May 29th. 


Second, that without prejudicing the 


claims of the present incumbent, the 
position be declared open to all appli- 
cants and that an earnest effort be 
made to unite upon the very best man 
within reach. 


Dr. Tappan argued that harmony 


was very- desirable in the schools. He 
had no feeling of personal antagonism, 
but only the welfare of the schools at 
heart. 
He thought it should be ad- 


mitted there were other men who were 
equal, to the present superintendent, 
and that the claims and qualifications 
of others should be considered. 


After some little discussion on the 


part of Messrs. Tappan, Bannoii and 
Draper, the vote on the substitute 
offered by Dr. Tappan was called. 
It 


was lost by the following vote: 


Yeas—Clare, Ives, Kline, Pursell 


and Tappaii. 
\ 


Nays—Bannou, Doty, Draper, Lynn, 


Mitchell, Rhoades, Royse and Pixley. 


The original motion to elect for two 


years was carried by a vote of S to 5. 


Mr. Bannon nominated Prof. Tick-- 


ers for superintendent. 


Dr. 
Tappan named Prof. J. P. 


Sharkey, of Eaton, 0. 
He was given 


excellent 
recommendation by 
the 


Doctor, as one well qualified for the 
position, having.^ ability, experience, 
character and standing. 


On roll call Yickers was elected. 
It 


was the same old division, 8 to 5. 


The newly reflected superintendent 


arose and begged leave to accept the 
position. He didn't thank anybody; oh, 
no, he just said he would take it and 
ordered his name printed on the pay 
roll for two more years at $2,000 a 
year. 


Dr. Tappau served notice that he 


would present a protest at the next 
meeting of the board. 


Mr. Doty said he would also present 


an anti-protest signed by himself and 
as many more as would sign with him. 


Mr. Bannon tried to draw Dr. Tap- 


pan out and learn on what grounds the 
protest would be presented. He was 
unsuccessful, and after a little idle 
talk, the board adjourned.
